6  For  Coyne  and  Bullion  by  which  although  fome 
Kings  cu:  of  a  laft  fnifc  have  fcciTicd  to  relieve  them- 
lelves  ,  yet  was  it  {  in  truth  )  full  of  danger  and  dif- 
truft  to  the  Common- wealth  being  allured  token  of  a 
Bankcrupt  State,  and  to  the  Prince  in  conclufion of  moft 
diiadvaPtage  ,  for  the  Revencwes  of  the  Crowne  being 
comnaonly  in  certaine  Rents  they  muft  in  true  value, 
bov^loevcr  in  verball  found  bee  abated  to  the  propor-

and  fo  in  every  proportion  rcfpedlively  ,  for  money 
is  not  inccrely  to  bee  cftecmed  in  refpe^  of  the  fculp- 
ciire  or  figure  »  but  it  muft  value  in  T^ecum^  quantum 
in  MajJAy  and  Silver  is  a  Commodity  as  other  wares, 
and  therefore  holdeth  his  cftimation  as  they  doe  accor- 
ding to  the  goodneflc.  And  the  Lord  Treafurer  Bttrleigh  in 
Anno  one  thoufand  five  hundred  fixty  one  ,  when  the 
Court  of  State  affe^fled  an  abafement  of  Coyne ,  after  a- 
grave  deliberation  advifed  the  Queenc  fi'om  it,  and 
never  would  give  way  to  any  fuck  refolutioa  ki 
his   time. 

But  that  benefit  which  truely  the  King  may  make 
more  of  Bullion  then  now  hee  doth,  is  to  eredt  againc 
Cambriftm  Red^  his  owne  Exchange,  an  Office  as  an- 
tient  as  before  H.  g.  and  fo  continued  untill  the  mid- 
dle of  // .  8.  the  profit  of  it  being  now  ingroflcd  a- 
mongft  a  few  Gold-fmiths,  and  would  yeeld  above  two 
thoai'anci  pound  a  ycare  if  it  were  heedfully  regarded, 
and  then  fhould  the  Kuig  himfelfe  never  want  the  ma- 
ter ialls  if  two  things  were  obferved  j   the  one  to  permit 
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all  men"  brittglng  in  RuHiou  to  Trade  outwari  the  va« 
lue  thcicof  in  domefticke  Commodities  at  an  abated^ 
Cuftome ,  the  orhci:  co  abate  the  mighty  indra  ught  of 
Foi-rainc  Manufaelarcs,  and  uHneeelTafy  Wares  ,  that 
the  outward  Tr id c  might  over-ballancc  the  inward,  which 
othcrwife  will  ( as  it  hath  done )  draw  on  this  dcf. 
pcrate  coafumption  of  the  Common-wealth ,  which  in 
Anno  twenty  fcavea  E,  g.  was  otherwiie,  for  then  the 
exiUis  exceeded  the  introitHs  pounds  ,  and  in   the 

laft  times  of  the  late  Qacene,  ^o):  at  this  time  the  ua- 
mcafurable  ufe  of  Luxurious  Commodities  was  brought 
in,  as  Wine,  Sprees,  Silkc  and  fine  Linncn,  to.  For  of 
the  latter  fort  above  ten  Groatcs  the  Ell ,  there  is  above 
;(5oooo  pound  ycarely  fpcnt,  which  is  halfc  the  value 
of  oar  ClQths  tranfporttd,  niaketh  the  State  to  buy  more 
thtn  they  doe  (ell,  whereas  a  good  Father  of  a  Family 
©light  to  be  Vendiicem  and  n©t  £y»^^»?;  Behdcs  the  con- 
dition of  our  people  is  now  fuch  that  the  gieatcr  part 
neither  get  nor  fave,  which  in  a  private,  houic  is  an 
apparanc  Argument  of  ruining,  and  muft  be  no  leife  in  a 
Common-wealth.  And  it  is  obfcrvcJ  generally  that  hence 
the  want  of  Bullion  now  is  fuch>  that  there  is  not  mo« 
ney  (^'mjpecie  )  fufficient  to  pay  the  Lenders  their  princi- 
pal!, fo  that  Ufury  is  paid  for  money  upon  fappofition 
and  not  really. 

If  then  his  Majcfty  fhall  be  pleaied  to  advife  of  his 
Counfell  to  advantage  himfclte,  any  otherwifc  by  Coynagc 
it  will  be  lafer  to  doe  it  upon  a  fimplc  Mctall  then  by  any 
impliantor  better  fuitc,  which  well  govern  d  States  both 
rnodernc  and  ancient  ufed;  for  Rame  in  her  greateft  pitch 
of  glory  had  their  money  Ere  argemoy  aura,  pnro  pHto^  and 
fo  have  all  the  ablblute  Monarchies  to  this  day  in  Chrirtcn^ 
dome.  And  I  believe  it  may  be, wrought  to  his  Majefly  of 
good  value,  and  to  the  (hte  of  much  eafe  if  it  may  be  put  irj 
pra£licewithdiicrcet  cautfon,  and  conftant  rcfolution,  for 

the 


the  danger  miy  ohly  be  in  the  venting  of  the  qfts^iitky,which 
iTJtiy  clog  the  State  wkH  the  ufdcfte  money  in  cxtct^ion  of  ex- 
ample vrhich  may  work  in  by  degrees  an  abafcmcnt  ofBi  J- 
lionc. 

The  proportion  that  I  would  kold  bcncficiall  and  fafc 
(howld  be  in  the  Made  at  firft  one  hundred  twenty  thoufand 
poundjby  which  his  Majcfty  fliould  gainc  ten  hundred  thou- 
fand pound  cleerely ,  the  encrcafe  annually  twelve  thoufand 
pound  jn  which  his  Majeftie  (hould  game  a  thoufand  pound. 
Arid  the  limitation  that  none  be  iufbrced  to  take  any  but  in 
fummes  under  20  s.  and  then  bat  the  twentieth  part  propor- 
tionably. 

Againft  this  fome  may  objcfl  that  it  will  cither  not  ad- 
vantage the  King  fo  much  as  is  projcfled,  either  from  the  dif^ 
ficultic  in  venting ,  or  ftcilitie  in  conntcrfciting ,  or  elfc  pre- 
judice the  State  with  a  worthlcffe  money. 

The  benefit  to  the  King  will  cafilie  fall  out  if  he  rcRrainc 
Retailers  of  vi6luals  and  fmall  wares  from  ufing  their  ownc 
tokens-  For  in  and  about  London  there  are  above  three 
thoufand  that  one  with  another  coft  yearely  five  pound  a 
peice  of  leaden  tokens  whereof  the  tenth  remainerh  not  to 
them  at  the  yeares  end  when  they  rpncw  their  ftore  which 
aoiounteth  to  above  fifceene  thoufand  pound.  And  all  the 
reft  of  the  Realme  cannot  bee  inferiour  to  the  City  propor- 
tion andjthc  forme  and  figsre  may  with  an  Engine  folub- 
tile  bee  nulled  that  the  charge  will  prevent  all  pra,5life  of  falfe 
play  for  the  prejudice  ,  fincc  London  (  which  is  not  the  24 
part  in  people  ofthe  Kingdome  )  had  in  it  found  above 
Seoooo,  by  a  late  inquiry  by  the  order  ofthe  late  Qucenc 
and  fo  falleth  out  to  be  2:  pence  a  pcrfon  m  the  intirc  Statc>it 
may  bee  nothing  cither  ofloflc  by  the  firfl:  uttering  being  fo 
cafic ,  nor  burthen  any  with  roo  great  a  Mafie  at  a  time  fincc 
continuall  ufe  will  dilperic  fo  fmall  a  quantity  into  io  many 
hands.  But  on  the  other  fide  wilbc  to  the  meaner  fort  (ex- 
cept the  Retaylers  that  made  advantage' formerly  of  their 
own  Tokens  as  the  King  fiiall  now^^  ©f  ncccfiary  ufe  and  bc- 
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ncfit ,  for  the  buyers  heteaftcr  {Kail  not  be  tyed  to  ofic  fell*:'' 
and  his  bad  Covnmodiaes  as  they  ate  ftilll  when  his  tokens 
hereafter  made  curicnt  by  authority  ,  fliail  leave  him  to  the 
choylc  ofany  other  Chapman.  And  to  the  poore  in  this 
time  of  fmall  Chanty.  It  will  be  of  much  relicfe  fince  many 
are  like  ro  give  a:  tarthing  Almes  that  will  not  part  with  a 

greater  fum. 

Befides  it  cannot  but  prevent  much  wall  of  filvcr  that  by  ' 
the  miming  pence  and  halfepenccis  occafioncd,  there  wilbc 
no  caute  hereafter  to  cut  Bullion  into  proportion  (b  fit  for 
lofTe,  what  that  hath  beenemxy  bee  coil)  c6lared.  If  wee 
marke  but  of  the  great  quantities  from  the  penny  downward 
fince /^«  8.  timcrtampcd,  how  few  remain.  Whereas  of  all 
the  Coynes  ftom  three  pence  upwards  which  arc  manuatk 
(or  manuall)  plenty  paffc  ttill  in  daily  payment.
